If Mayor Trout of Roanoke, Va., cannot 
return to his home in peace and safety 
with a guarantee of protection from mob 
violence the citizens of Roanoke had just 
as well admit that their town is not fit for 
a dog to live in and throw up the task of 
self-government. 

Mayor Trout was compelled to flee from 
his home to avoid mob violence because he 
did his duty as an official in defense of the 
law and to protect a prisoner, charged 
with a crime, from execution without 
legal trial. The wound he received in the 
discharge of his duty testifies to his cour- 
age as — Be and his conscientiousness as 
an official. That nine citizens were killed 
and twenty-seven others were wounded in 
the attack on the jail was not Mayor 
Tgout’s fault. It was the fault of the 
men themselves in trying to override all 

nd kill officials charged with the 
cement of the law. It was the fault 
e citizens who failed to rally to the 
upport of law and authority. His own 
wounds and the killing and wounding of 
those taking part in the mob ere mere 
proofs of the Mayor’s courage and con- 
scientiousness. 

The mobbing of the jail wasa terrible 
blunder for which a heavy price was paid. 
The blunder will be made worse and the 
price far heavier if the citizens of Roanoke 
permit Mayor Troutto be keptin exile 
because he did hisduty. They will thus 
blazen abroad the fact that the mob rules 
in Roanoke, that law may be overridden 
and all rights of citizens trampled down 
whenever the mob chooses andthat no 
official who attemptg toenforce the law 
and defend citizens’ rights will be tol- 
erated.

MORE ABOUT TITHES. 


In his third letter in defense of the 
sacredness and inviolable perpetuity of 
Anglican Church tithes, the Rev. P. G. 
Robert says he hag shown that no taxes 
are laid in England by the Government 
for the support of the church clergy. We 
have never asserted that any such taxes 
were laid, 

He has correctly denied sundry proposi- 
tions which he incorrectly assumed to be 
maintained by the Post-DisPaTtcH—as for 
instance, when he assumes that the Post- 
DisPaToH has confirmed his proposition 
that the State has been robbing the church 
for centuries, We cannot say that we ap 
prove the giving of the church lands to 
royal favorites any more than we would 
approve the giving of the church tithes to 
the lords of the manor. But we can see 
more of public necessity than of ‘‘rob- 
bery’’ in the expropriations and statutes 
of mortmain that ended the process by 
which the church was fast becoming the 
owner of all the land in Bagland. 

Our propositions that tithes are a tax 
upon the labor and resources of the na- 
tion, bearing with especial hardship upon 
dissenters, and that the State ought not to 
give a support to one denomination which 
it denies to all other denominations, we 
are willing to rest on the grounds we have

—— Lod altre AND CRIME. 

One of the beliefs most widely accepted 
as matters of course is that there is more 
crime in new, thinly settled countries than 
in oldand thiekly peopled communities. 
The patronizing references to unfortunate 
lawlessness west of the Mississippi and 
Missouri are based upon an unquestioning 
faith in the moral superiority of the East, 
where such utterances are heard so fre- 
quently. 

A little reflection, however, will disclose 
avery different state of facts. It is true 
that crime of the more conspicuous sort 
prevails in the West toa degree unknown 
east of the Alleghanies. Train robberies, 
free fights with incidental murder, cow- 
boy outrages, horse stealings and other of- 
fenses of like nature are committed every 
day. Onthe other hand sneak thievery, 
swindling under the forms of law, assassi- 
nations by poison and other stealthy meth- 
ods, forgery, and the like—all these are of 
daily occurrence in every large city. A 
census Of crime would probably prove that 
these gre more prevalent in the older 
than in the newer States. 

But whether or not this is true it will be 
admitted that there is a characteristic 
distinction between the two kinds of law- 
lessness. In the frontier States it is 
frank, straightforward, brutal, often 
manly. In highly civilized communities 
itis treacherous, sinuous, cowardly and 
mean. There is a sort of rough generosity 
about the forest bandit unknown among 
the burglars, bunco men and other prod- 
ucts of acute civilization. The spirit of 
Robin Hood is often seen in the wild deeds 
ofthe border rufflan, who is sometimes 
attractive because of his dash and cour- 
age. But the pickpocket is never admir- 
able. Civilization has done its worst for 
him; he has reached the bottom of the 
moral pit. 

The truth is that progress involves rather 
a transformation of crime than its extinc- 
tion. In old countries the law is more 
feared but not more respected or obeyed 
thaninthe bush. Itis violated quite as 
often and punishment is just as uncertain. 
Any controversy between the sections con- 
cerning their moral conditions is as ludi- 
crous as the famous misunderstanding be- 
tween the kettle and the pot.

The iron which we would fain have 
warded off by kindly warning and rebuke 
has entered the soul of the Paris of Mis- 
souri. Like his ancient prototype, he has 
proved that there is trouble in fooling 
with golden apples and beauty.

Ifihad to do it over again I would send 
Chisolm’s letter back.

To the Editor of the Post- Disvatch: 

Until you present some other considera- 
tions than those which appear in your eal- 
torial of to-day I can see no good froma 
continuance of our discussion, To my com- 
prehension you have only iterated asser- 
tions. You said in your first editorial that 
the tithes were a costly ‘‘luxury which bears

It was my object to give him pain, not Tor 
experimental reasons, but to endeavor to 
shock him out of his cataleptic state. That 
cannot be done without giving the patient 
pain, but itis not done gratuitously. We 
most assure iy did not torture the boy. 

In order to force him to open his mouth for 
the reception of nourishment; Prof, Fisher 
stopped up his nose. The boy at once held 
his breath and compressed hislips firmly, 
showing that he was capabie to some degree 
at least of voluntary motion. When lack of 
breath forced him to open his mouth, he 
opened it N at the right side, and closed 
It instantly after he had caught bis breath, 
refusing toadmitany food.

MONEY PLENTIFUL. 


The Financial Panic Now a Thing of the 
Past. 


ARE AGAIN MAKING LOANS 
FREELY 10 CUSTOMERS, 


BANKS 


There Is Little Demand, However, for 
Cash, Showing the Healthy Condition 
ot the Country—Depositers Returning 
Their Money— What Bank Officials S:y 
of the Situation. 


‘ 
The recent financial cyclone which struck 


the country amidships is fast being dissi- 
pated. The moneyed interests of St. Louis 
weathered the storm in a manner which 
has proved their stability conclusive- 
ly to the community and the country 
at large. Already the local banking 
institutions are liberally supplying 
their patrons with ready cash. The spirit 
of unconfidence which prompted many 
depositors to withdraw their money and 
hoard it in safe-deposit vaults, tranks, 
stockings, etc., has been annihilated 
and the deposits are now deins re- 
turned to the legitimate channels of circula- 
tion. 

At this season of the year, even when 
finance isin a most flourishing condition, 
there is alwaysa large and urgent demand 
for ready money. Thisis due, toa large ex- 
tent, to the moving and conveyance of the 
wheat and cotton crops, to the large amount 
of money necessary to feed and fatten the fall 
and winter live stock and to a score of 
other expenditures incidental and peculiar 
to the winter trade, The wheatcrop has al- 
ready been gathered, bat the banks of St. 
Louls have experienced no difficulty ia meet- 
ing its requirements and assert thac they afe 
ready and anxious to extend to their people 
such loans as are reasonable and legitimate. 

About a week ago it was esti- 
m ated that fully $10,000,000 was 
tied up by suspicious depositors, which 


should have been in the course of circula- 


tion. The recent action of Congress has, 
however, in agreat measure restored the 
confidence of the small depositors, who are 
responsible for much of the trouble, and 
they are slowly but steadily returning their 
de posits. 

DEMAND NOT GREAT FOR MONEY. 

In aninterview to-day Mr. L. C. Nelson, 
President of the St. Louls National Bank and 
Chairman of the Loan Committee, said: 
„es, the situation has improved much dur- 
ing the past three weeks. Weare making 
liberal loans to our patrons, but we find that 
the demand is not great, which is of itselfa 
sure tndication ofa healthy tone. 

„Hon about those small depositors who 
withdrew when the recent financial crisis 
was agitated?’’ 

Oh, they are coming back; slowly, to be 
sure, but then the st. Louis people are pecu- 
larly conservative and rarely do anything in 
an excitable ean AN 

Do you anticipate any unusual results 
from the tightness in money matters which 
igs always felt at this season, coming 80 soon 
upon the heels of the late panic?“

stock men made arrangements during the 
crisis which relieves any uncertainty. The 
general tendency is strong and you may say 
that money matters are fast assuming a nor- 
mal condition.

28, at the same hour on Sept. 22 she was seen 
from the lightship. 

People said that the Valkyrie was overdue. 

The Thistle, the last boat to contest for the 
American cup, took thirty-one days to cross 
the Atlantic Ocean. The Valkyrie crossed in 
There was, therefore, no 
cause for alarm on her account, but a great 
deal of anxiety was expressed notwithstand- 
ing.

Mark Baldwin Will Press His 
Against President Von der Ahe. 
Mark Baldwin, the big New York pitcher, 
who wants $20,000 damages from President 
Von der Ahe of the Browns for alleged 
malicious prosecution, says he is determined 
to carry the matter to the end. The suit will 
betried in Philadelphia next month, and
